Among the colored people, the Board, from lack of means, has been very 
mach restricted in ite work. Dr. McAntosh, in Georgia, Dr, B, F. Riley, in 
Alabama, aod Bro, Guwiid, in Florida, have done noble work; in Brother 
Guild's case, almost without compensation. Arrangements have been made 
to pat one man in the field in Maryland and two in Mississippi. The Board 

» Terar, in connection with the State Board, h=s put twenty men in the field 
and yet, (hese are not enough for that empire state. 

The Ladies’ Missionary Societies throughout the South have rendered no 
ble help to the Board, Those of Mississippi have well nigh supported Mrs 
M. J. Ne son nm her werk in New Orleans. Those of South Carolina have 
supp-rted Miss Cole in the same city ; while those of Maryland have not only 
supported Miss A'tred, but have given ger crously to the suppor of the Le- 
veting Manuva! Labor Schooi in the Indian Territory. The contributions 
of soviety durmng the last Conventional year amounted to $2230.79 

Last (but by no means least) the publ.cations of the Board commend 
themselves to owr attention, In connection with “Kind Words” the Board 
now istues a series of greded quarteriies, including a magazine for teachers, 
thus supplying our Sunday Schools with ali the literature needed for their 
work. The influence of this | terature in moulding the chara&cftrs and shap- 
ingthe lives ot the children of our people cannot be overestimated. Jt not 
only teaches them a knowledge of our tenets, but inculcates a love of mis- 
sions and lays broad and deep the foundations for future usefulness To 
every Sunday School in dur bounds we would say, “Use the literature of the 
home Mission Board., Respectiully submitted. ).
